That was no uncommon instance in 
Maori wartare a short three-quarters 
of a century ago. To-day the Maoris 
Vote and hold Jand in New Zealand 
side by side with white men. In some 
ways, Maori lawyers, Maori doctors, 
ard Maori ministers of religion have 
more of the graces of civilization than 
their white neighbors. In the sense 
that it ig known in America, and that 
Englishmen are coming to know it in 
Bouth Africa, thera is no race problem 
in this country at all. Only the other 
day King George included a Maori 
in his honors list. 

The Maoris are noteworthy amon 
all the primitive nations of the worl 
for having taken the graces of the 
white man’s civilization and left the 
vices alone. 

Take Pomare’s grandson, for in- 
stance. A man starts with a bit of a 
handicap on his future achievement 
when his grandfather was a wild, man- 
eating savage. But is Pomare’s grand- 
son a mat-garbed cannibal? No, he is 
Dr. Wi aui Pomare, a university 
graduate, and a cultured and refined 
gentleman. More than that, he has 
reserved his grandfather’s traits of 
eadership, for he has been appointed 
to the post of Government Chief Medi- 
cal Officer among his people. 

That is what strikes a stranger 
among the Maoris of New Zealand 
first and most forcibly — how much 
they have learned from t’ whites, and 
how much th, have refused to learn. 

When the Maoris take up anything, 
bets generally take it up vigorously, 

nd very much in their own fashion.

and skirmish lines—and with a word 
of honor that the white man/came to 
respect. They fought him | success- 
fully, too, for a long series of years, 
ending about the time of the Ameri- 
ean Civil War. with New Zealand fur 
from “conquered.”

And 
the Maori fought for his rights 
throughout so fiercely and honorably 
that to come together on even terma 
after the wars was the most natural 
thing possible.

Tokens of race inequality like the 
“Jim Crow” car, the “grandfather” 
clause, or the social and political lim- 
itations suffered by. the Hindu, are 
unknown in New Zealand, A}! through 
the Maori country, white and duskg 
children attend the same schools with 
no distinction of race or color. From 
Te Aute College, at Hawke’s Bay, and 
Bt. Stephen’s School in’ this city, 
many brainy- young Maoris graduate 
eac year and a forth to add to the 
natives’ pride of race and white man’s 
store of knowledge. The 123 scholar. 
ships offered by the New Zealand 
Government are barely enough to sat- 
ss the increasing demand. 

t is in their native villages, how- 
ever, that one comes to understand 
best the odd blend of civilizing aud 
traditional elements that makes the 
Maoris unique among races of their 
color. Up in the northeast here, you 
can see the business ingenuity of a 
very up-to-date present in the way the 
huge thousand-ucre sheep farms are 
run by their native owners. The sheep- 
fpearing is usually done by machiner 
of the latest pattern, and the Ngatl- 
Perou tribe, one of the most famour 
fighting tribes in the country, have 
put almost every acre of their land 
under grazing and general sheep- 
farming in the most advanced style. 
A home-made, native telephone sys- 
tem connects the villages all around 
the Cape and Kinks up with the Gov- 
ernment system in the south.

ESKIMO SEALERS. 


A Battle of Alertness Between the 
Hunter and His Prey. . 

The Hskimo metbod of hunting seals 
shows a primitive calling improved to 
a fine art, Whew a seal is discovered 
the direction of the wind is at once 
noted. Then the hunter, keeping 
himself to the teeward of the seal, 
walks up to within about a quarter of 
a mile of it. Beyond this be begins to 
crouch and advances only when the 
seal's head is down. 

Now, as the seal is one of the most 
widéawaike of abinmials and has the 
habit of throwing up its bead quickly 
every few seconds to guard against 
danger, it follows tbat the Eskimo bas 
to be extremely niert if he would get 
his seal. When the seal’s head is 
down upon the ice its eyes are shut, 
and it is said tbat in these brief inter- 
vals it takes its sleep. 

The bunter by carefully watching 
the seal’s movements is able without 
much difficulty to get within about 200 
yards of jit, but at closer quarters be 
is obliged to empluy other tactics.

When near enough to make a sure 
shot the Kskimo takes his bow and 
arrow from hix side and sends a swift 
shaft tbrough the head of bis outwit- 

ted companion. Sometimes instead of 
the bow and arrow a barpvon ts used 
with equal effect.— Harper's Weekly.
